The old Orpheus, as it was 
called originally, was built in 
1911, a joint venture by C. W. 
Showalter, Andrew King and N. 
J. Meagher, Sr. Mr. Showalter 
was the manager for over 10 
years. It is said that there was 
never a dull moment, for enter- 
tainment was usually in prog- 
ress from roller-skating and 
children’s matinee dances to 
theatricals, rallies and public 
meetings.
